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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 14-31 are allowable in light of the applicant's amendment and arguments. The 
closest prior art in the record are Yanagawa et al. y (US patent No. 6,228,994 Bl 5 filed on 
November 13, 1998) and Schatz et al, (US Patent No., 5,723,584, published on March 3, 1998). 
These prior art do not teach to step (b) of claim 14 (see pages 5 and 6 of applicant's remarks filed 
on May 5, 2003). These prior art either alone or in combination with the other art in the record 
does not teach or reasonably suggest a method for C-terminal protein tagging which comprises 
all of the limitations recited in claim 14.
